Institution of the United States” asked our

We 
gave it as our opmion that, for several 
reasons, the proposed public celebration had 
better not be made, and we have reason to 
believe that the better portion of the com- 
munity,” who were. specially appealed to, .

g. ‘The Orangemen themselves have 
apparently come toa different conclusion, 
and it seems probable that we shall have to 
chronicle .something more than the: usual 
amount of riot as a result of the observances 
of Wednesday next.
